S.0.555(E).— Whereas the Government of India in the Ministry of Labour in their Notification No. S.0.184(E) dated 
1st March, 2001 appointed Hon’ble Justice Shri Gurusharan Sharma, Judge, High Court of Jharkhand to hold a formal 
inquiry into the causes and circumstances attending the accident and in addition to fix responsibility for the causes leading 
to the accident that occurred in the collieries of Bharat Cooking Coal Limited particularly in Bagdigi colliery on 2nd day of 
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February 2001 causing loss of lives and present a report within a period of three months. And subsequently extended this 
duration of the court of inquiry fora further period of three months each vide notification No. S.0.464(E) dated 28th May, 
2001, No. S.O. 863(E) dated 7tb September, 2001, No. S.0.1095(E) dated 5th November, 2001 and No. S.0.241(E) dated 
26th February, 2002 respectively. 

And whereas it has become necessary to extend the period within which the inquiry is to be conducted and report 
presented; 

Now, therefore, the Central Government do hereby extend this duration for a further period of three months with 
effect from 28th May, 2002 to 27th August, 2002 and, accordingly the period of appointment of Hon'ble Justice Gurusharan 
Sharma to conduct the inquiry and present the report and the period of appointment of Prof. Ravindra Nath, Professor, 
Banaras Hindu University, Varanasi, and of Shri Kamlesh Shahay, President, CCL Colliery Karmachari Sangh, Barkahana, as 
assessors is also extended for a further period of three months with effect from 28th May, 2002 to 27th August, 2002.
